| chou be supplied with an abundance of 
‘fresh alr during sleep by proper ventila- 
The lassitude 
experienced on rising in the morning after 
sleeping in a close, overheated room ts 
evidence of the Injury resulting from such 
practice. The temperature of the sleeping 
|room should never be above 60 degrees | 
Fahrenheit when a higher temperature . 
jcan be avoided, and a lower temperature | 
will be found beneficial. Sleeping in cool | 
air, provided the body is kept warm, is 
far more refreshing, invigorating and 
energizing than in warm atmosphere.

I have just harvested a very fine crop 
of spring: sown 'oats, which [| think will 
turn out forty bushels per acre, and have 
determined to make oats my chief crop 
hereafter. I sow naif bushel Letpedeza 
Striata per acte on the oat field in Jan- 
uary or February, and when the oat crop 
is harvested the Lespedeza is about four 
inches high and thickly in poseession of 
the land, to the exclusion of every other 
kind of growth, because it grows as well 
in the enade as in the sunlight. Have 
harvested in Arvgust and September as 
much as two tons of hay off my oat 
fields and when turned under for ma- 
nure havé found it equal] if not superior 
to peavines. My system of rotation is 
following corn and 


three“cotton leaves. You see they are in 
different stages of decay. This whole 
section, as far as I can hear, is similarly 
affected. Some places the entire stalk 
dies. It seems to be worse on gray land. 
The cotton’ has grown but very little 
in two weeks, Please tell us through 
the Fargn and Farmers’ department the 
cause and probable result on the crop. 

‘Answer-—In my opinion the disease on 
your cotton as evidenced by the appear- 
ance of the cotton leaves sent in your 
letter is what is called the “angular leaf 
spot,’” first described by Dr. G. F. Atkin-
